- The Applicant appears to argue one point throughout the response. That is, the instant invention deals with having a computer to control 
locking and unlocking of drawers based on the fingerprint data received from the user. And further, Applicant says neither Maloney(US 
6707381) nor Barraza(US 5379184) discloses such a feature. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Maloney discloses the authorizing of user for access to the cabinet through the use of a control computer see Col 3 Ln 32-51. Where the 
control computer authorizes the user and further retrieves the security object based on retrieval system. The control computer further 
includes a biometric scanner to gather information regarding the user including fingerprint see Col 6 Ln 33-47. The fingerprint reader is 
used to authorize the user by comparing with previously stored template. And additionally, the control computer activates the retrieval 
system to bring objects into the portal for user's reach. 

And so, the Examiner argues that a cabinet including drawers to control access as taught by Maloney in combination with Barraza is not 
necessarily unique as Applicant contends. As Maloney includes a control computer to control access to objects within the cabinet, similar 
to instant invention's computer controlling access to drawers. And this access is done thorough the fingerprint reader. 

The control computer of Maloney functions to control access to particular objects stored in particular compartments within the cabinet. 
And so, a reasonable assumption is that compartments are equivalent to drawers of instant invention and the retrieval system that is 
based on fingerprint authorization is equivalent to lock and unlocking of drawers. That is, after the user is done with the object(i.e., 
unlocking to retrieve after authorization), the object is placed into the portal where it is put back into the compartment, i.e. locked. 
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
